To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Horbury  Urban  District  Council 

Madam  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  1960. 

My  predecessor,  Dr.  Joseph  Lyons,  left  in  July  1960,  to 
become  Deputy  County  Medical  Officer  to  the  West  Riding 
County  Council,  and  I commenced  duty  on  1st  October.  I gladly 
pay  tribute  to  Dr.  Lyons  and  to  my  Deputy,  Dr.  Barbara  Briggs, 
for  her  supervision  and  guidance  of  the  Department  during  the 
difficult  transitional  period.  The  efficiency  of  these  two  Officers 
greatly  eased  my  own  initial  problems,  for  I was  able  to  take 
charge  of  an  organisation  which  was  functioning  smoothly  and 
well.  Their  extensive  knowledge  and  experience  have  continued 
to  be  available  to  me,  and  I have  frequently  looked  to  them 
for  help  and  advice. 

The  routine  work  of  the  many  services  administered  by  this 
Office  has  continued  and  is  commented  upon  in  the  body  of 
my  Report.  Developments  in  four  of  these  services  during  the 
year  are  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  justify  comment  in  this  intro- 
duction. These  developments  are: — 

(a)  The  establishment  of  a Non-routine  Scheme  in  the  School 
Health  Service. 

(b)  The  establishment  of  a Chiropody  Service  for  certain 
priority  groups. 

(c)  The  expansion  of  the  Mental  Health  Service. 

(d)  An  immunisation  campaign  against  diphtheria  and 
tetanus. 

The  Non-routine  Scheme  was  introduced  in  January  for  a 
trial  period  of  one  year.  It  was  later  decided  to  continue  the 
Scheme  until  the  middle  of  next  year,  and  a full  account  (;f 
it  will  be  given  in  my  next  Annual  Report.  Every  school  child 
is  normally  given  a routine  examination  at  least  three  times 
during  the  ten  years  of  school  life,  and  these  examinations  usually 
take  place  shortly  after  entry  to  school;  shortly  before  leaving; 
and  about  half-way  through  school  life.  In  the  Non-routine 
Scheme,  the  entrants’  and  leavers’  examinations  continue  as 
before,  but  the  middle  examination  is  replaced  by  alternative 
means  to  obtaining  information  about  the  children.  These 
alternative  means  are,  questionnaires  completed  by  the  parents; 
reports  from  teachers  and  more  frequent  visits  of  the  School 
Doctor  to  the  schools.  The  evaluation  of  this  Scheme  places  a 
great  responsibility  on  us  because  our  findings  will  be  submitted 
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by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  R.  W.  Elliott,  to  the  School 
Health  Service  Sub-Committee  of  the  County  Council,  and  may 
well  influence  policy  throughout  the  whole  of  the  West  Riding. 

A Chiropody  Service  was  established  in  the  Division  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  and  was  in  full  operation  by  March.  The 
Service  is  limited  to  the  following  three  priority  groups: — 

(a)  Expectant  mothers. 

(b)  Women  aged  60  or  over  and  men  aged  65  or  over. 

(c)  Men  and  women  below  these  ages  who  are  physically 
handicapped. 

The  Service  is  free,  but  each  person  is  normally  limited 
a maximum  of  six  treatments  in  any  period  of  twelve  months. 
Before  treatment  can  be  started  the  person  must  have  a certificate 
from  his  or  her  own  doctor  or  from  a member  of  the  Public 
Health  nursing  staff.  Only  chiropodists  who  are  qualified  to  be 
on  the  Medical  Auxiliary  Register  are  employed,  and  the  treat- 
ments are  usually  given  in  one  of  the  Local  Health  Authority’s 
Clinics,  in  some  cases  where  the  person  is  unable  to  attend  the 
Clinic  because  of  illness  or  infirmity,  arrangements  are  made  for 
the  chiropodist  to  treat  the  person  at  home.  Although  the  Service 
has  only  been  in  operation  for  some  nine  months,  it  appears 
to  be  working  satisfactorily. 

The  Mental  Health  Act,  1959,  came  fully  into  operation  on 
1st  November,  1960.  The  aims  of  this  Act  are  principally  three- 
fold. Firstly,  responsibility  for  the  admission  of  a mentally  dis- 
ordered person  to  an  institution  is  made  solely  a medical  one. 
Secondly,  the  care  and  treatment  of  mental  illness  is  placed,  so 
far  as  is  possible,  on  the  same  basis  as  the  care  and  treatment 
of  physical  illness.  Thirdly,  and  most  important  from  our  point 
of  view,  there  is  a re-orientation  from  institutional  care  towards 
care  within  the  community.  The  Act  also  introduces  a new 
terminology.  For  example,  the  terms  ‘feeblemindedness’  and 
‘idiocy’  are  replaced  by  mental  subnormality  and  severe  sub- 
normality, and  the  Occupation  Centre  is  re-named  Training 
Centre.  As  a direct  consequence  of  the  Act,  there  has  been  an 
expansion  of  our  Mental  Health  Service.  A second  Mental  Welfare 
Officer  has  been  appointed  and  plans  have  been  approved  for  a 
new  Training  Centre  in  Morley. 

A further  advance  in  the  Mental  Health  field  was  put  into 
operation  in  I960.  Recent  research  has  made  it  possible  to 
detect  and  treat  a very  rare  form  of  mental  subnormality  called 
phenylketonuria.  This  condition  can  be  detected  in  the  first  few 
weeks  of  life  by  a simple  test  on  the  baby’s  wet  nappy,  and  this 
test  is  now  done  by  the  Health  Visitor  for  every  baby  born  in 
the  Division.  The  importance  of  this  test  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
phenylketonuria  can  now  be  treated  by  a special  diet  if  it  ^s 
discovered  in  early  life. 
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In  November,  outbreaks  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  Derby  and 
Liverpool  and  two  children  died.  In  that  month,  with  the 
assistance  of  General  Practitioners,  an  immunisation  campaign 
was  launched  against  this  dreaded  disease.  Immunisation  was 
offered  to  all  children  up  to  the  age  of  ten  and  since  the  vaccine 
can  often  be  combined  with  a vaccine  immunizing  against  tetanus, 
protection  against  this  disease  was  also  offered  in  the  campaign. 
Posters  were  displayed  in  the  Clinics  and  a meeting  with 
representatives  of  the  local  press  secured  good  coverage  in  most 
parts  of  the  Division.  Some  8,000  copies  of  a letter  addressed  to 
parents  were  distributed  in  the  primary  schools,  and  I express 
sincere  thanks  to  the  two  Divisional  Education  Officers  and  all 
the  teachers  concerned  for  the  efficient  way  in  which  these  letters 
were  distributed  and  the  consent  forms  returned.  The  response 
from  the  public  was  such  that  extra  medical  staff  had  to  be 
seconded  temporarily  to  the  Division. 

Hardly  any  of  the  children  coming  forward  in  the  campaign 
had  been  immunized  against  tetanus.  This  meant  that  each  of 
these  children  required  three  or  four  injections  to  protect  them 
against  both  diphtheria  and  tetanus.  The  injections  are  spaced 
at  intervals  of  a month,  and  so  most  of  the  immunisation  courses 
in  the  campaign  could  not  be  completed  before  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  children  receiving  protection 
against  these  two  diseases  will  therefore  not  be  seen  in  full 
measure  until  1961,  but  the  large  number  of  consent  forms 
received  from  parents  in  the  early  days  of  the  campaign  indicates 
that  a considerable  increase  in  the  figures  for  1961  can  be  con- 
fidently predicted. 

The  Sanitary  Department  functions,  for  the  most  part, 
independently  of  the  Divisional  Office,  but  consultations  and 
meetings  took  place  whenever  the  need  arose.  The  distance 
between  the  two  Departments  is  effectively  reduced  by  frequent 
use  of  the  telephone  and  car,  and  no  real  difficulties  occurred  by 
virtue  of  the  Divisional  Office  being  in  Morley.  I would  like 
to  pay  tribute  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Millington, 
for  his  excellent  work  during  the  year  and  to  thank  him  most 
sincerely  for  his  kindness  and  courtesy  to  me.  It  will  be  seen 
from  his  Report  that,  in  particular,  Mr.  Millington  has  examined 
over  900  slaughtered  animals,  and  that  he  and  his  Assistant 
have  paid  over  2,000  visits  to  houses,  shops,  etc.,  during  the 
year.  It  is  this  undramatic  routine  work  which  is  so  vital  to  the 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  health  of  the  community. 

The  vital  statistics  in  my  Annual  Report  indicate  a pros- 
perous and  healthy  community,  and  I draw  your  attention  to 
the  following: — For  the  eight  successive  year  there  has  been  no 
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death  in  the  town  associated  with  pregnancy  and  childbirth,  and, 
as  in  the  past  two  years,  there  have  been  no  cases  of  diphtheria 
or  poliomyelitis,  and  no  deaths  have  occurred  from  whooping 
cough,  measles  or  bowel  infections.  In  fact,  in  the  age  range 
1 to  45  years,  there  have  been  only  three  deaths  from  all  causes, 
and  two  of  these  were  due  to  accidents.  No  new  case  of  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year,  and  the  number 
of  cases  remaining  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  decreased  by 
approximately  one-sixth. 


The  most  significant  mortality  increase  during  the  year  was 
from  bronchitis,  where  the  number  of  deaths  equalled  those  of 
the  two  previous  years  put  together.  Two  of  the  most  important 
factors  in  the  causation  of  this  disease  are  undoubtedly  cigarette 
smoking  and  atmospheric  pollution.  It  lies  with  each  individual 
person  to  decide  whether  the  pleasure  obtained  from  cigarette 
smoking  is  worth  the  risk  of  contracting  respiratory  disease,  and 
particularly  lung  cancer.  Polluting  the  atmosphere  from  the 
burning  of  raw  coal  is,  however,  a community  matter,  since  we 
must  all,  of  necessity,  breathe  the  air  around  us.  I respectfully 
implore  you,  as  Members  of  the  Council,  to  use  to  the  full  the 
powers  available  in  the  Clean  Air  Act.  We  already  have  clean 
water;  we  are  gradually  getting  cleaner  food,  but  we  have 
hardly  begun  to  clean  the  air. 


Nothing  is  more  important  in  this  world  than  the  welfare  of 
people.  It  is  sometimes  necessary  to  remind  ourselves,  d.s 
councillors,  officers  and  workers,  that  all  our  plans  and  policies; 
all  our  energy  and  expenditure;  all  our  buildings  and  other  facilities, 
are  designed  and  provided  wholly  and  exclusively  to  this  end. 
It  is  particularly  important  that  we  in  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment do  not  forget  this  truth,  for  it  is  our  duty  and  privilege 
to  help  to  safeguard  and  promote  the  health  of  the  people.  Thus 
work  cannot  be  effectively  continued  without  the  willing  co- 
operation of  other  organisations  working  towards  the  same  end — 
the  General  Practitioners,  the  hospitals  and  the  voluntary  societies. 
The  co-operation  from  these  organisations  during  the  year  has 
been  excellent,  and  particularly  so  from  the  General  Practitioners. 
No  day  passes  without  a doctor  calls,  ’phones  or  writes  offering 
or  requesting  help. 


In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  record  my  warm  appreciation 
of  the  support  I have  received,  both  from  my  staff  and  from 
yourselves.

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SECTION  II 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


A.  HOSPITALS 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  Horbury  but  reasonably  adequate 
facilities  are  available  in  Wakefield,  Dewsbury  and  Leeds,  under 
the  Administration  of  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Patients  with  infectious  diseases  may  be  admitted  to  Snape- 
thorpe  Isolation  Hospital,  Wakefield,  or  to  Seacroft  Hospital, 
Leeds.  The  latter  hospital  admits  all  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis 
from  this  area. 

Maternity  hospital  facilities  are  available  at  several  centres 
in  the  Dewsbury  and  Wakefield  areas.  Priority  is  given  to  abnormal 
cases  and  to  mothers  living  in  conditions  unsuitable  for  domi- 
ciliary confinement.  Many  expectant  mothers  requiring  hospital 
confinement  are  booked  through  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  this 
department  being  in  a position  to  advise  on  social  circumstances. 

There  is  one  Registered  Private  Maternity  Home  in  Horbury. 


B.  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  local  Ambulance  Service  is  provided  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council.  There  is  no  local  Depot,  the  nearest  available 
Depot  for  the  district  being  Stanley  Road,  Wakefield,  telephone 
number  Wakefield  3731. 


C.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Wood  Street,  Wakefield, 
(under  the  administration  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  of 
ihe  Ministry  of  Health)  accepts  specimens  for  bacteriological, 
virological,  entomological  and  chemical  investigations  from 
General  Practitioners  and  Public  Health  Department  staff.

Every  effort  is  made  to  find  a suitable  home  for  the  baby 
either  with  the  mother  or  with  the  grandparents. 

Special  advice  about  legal  adoption  is  given  if  this  is  desired. 

These  mothers  are  seen  in  the  home  by  the  Health  Visitor 
and  encouraged  to  attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  regularly. 


Provision  of  Welfare  Foods,  etc. 

Most  proprietary  brands  of  milk  and  other  infant  foods  are  sold 
at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  for  the  convenience  of  mothers  and 
special  brands  of  milk  are  ordered  when  necessary. 

Welfare  cod  liver  oil,  orange  juice,  vitamin  A and  D tablets, 
and  National  Dried  Milk,  are  also  distributed  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinics.

Emergency  Obstetric  Unit 

The  “flying  squad”  attached  to  the  General  Hospital,  Wake- 
field, is  available  for  obstetric  emergencies  occurring  within  the 
district. 

Analgesia 

All  midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  both  trilene 
and  gas  and  air  analgesia,  and  are  provided  with  the  neccessary 
equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers  desiring  it,  subject 
to  satisfactory  medical  examination  by  a doctor.  35  women 
received  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  7 received  trilene  during  1960. 


D.  HEALTH  VISITING 

The  duties  of  a Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those  of 
School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  advice  on  the  care  of  children  and  persons  (including 
adults)  suffering  from  illness,  and  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the  home  as 
to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 


Home  Helps 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the 
County  Council  provides  domestic  help  for  households  “where 
such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is 
ill,  lying-in,  expectant  mothers,  mentally  defectives,  aged,  or 
a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age”. 

During  I960,  62  cases  were  attended  by  Home  Helps,  and 
the  total  number  of  hours  worked  was  7153.

E.  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 


Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and  after- 
care of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental  illness  or 
defect,  venereal  and  other  illnesses.

G.  MENTAL  HEALTH 

On  1st  November,  1960,  the  Mental  Health  Act  (1959)  came 
into  force.  As  from  that  date  the  establishment  provides  for  the 

services  of  two  Mental  Welfare  Officers  for  Horbury  U.D.,  Wake- 

field R.D.,  Ossett  M.B.,  and  Morley  M.B. 

These  Mental  Welfare  Officers  carry  out  duties  in  connnection 
with  the  admission  of  patients  to  Psychiatric  Hospitals  and  the  pre- 
care and  after-care  of  such  patients  within  the  community.

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

This  scheme  is  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The 
immunising  vaccine  used  is  B.C.G.  and  the  selected  age-group 
is  that  of  children  in  their  fourteenth  year,  with  a view  to  affording 
protection  to  adolescents  in  the  early  years  of  their  employment  n 
industry  and  elsewhere.  This  scheme  was  put  into  operation  m 
Horbury  in  1955. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  was  offered  to  all  children  in  this  age  group 
in  the  period  under  review,  acceptance  being  voluntary.

Early  in  February  of  this  year  the  Minister  of  Health 
announced  the  extension  of  the  above  scheme  to  include  all 
persons  who  had  not  attained  40  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  applica- 
tion and  a number  of  prority  groups.  Leaflets  and  posters  were 
distributed  and  local  press  statements  issued.  Approaches  were 
also  made  to  some  of  the  larger  local  factories.  The  response  was 
such  that  it  was  considered  advisable  to  arrange  special  sessions 
at  some  of  these  factories  and  other  consentors  were  vaccinated  at 
local  welfare  clinics.

J.  CHILDREN  NEGLECTED  OR  ILL-TREATED  IN  THEIR 
OWN  HOMES 

In  1950  a joint  circular  was  issued  by  the  Ministries  of  Health 
and  Education  indicating  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  set  up  a 
Committee  to  discuss  problem  families.  The  main  function  of  this 
Committee  is  to  bring  together  all  the  Statutory  and  Voluntary 
Bodies  who  can  in  any  way  assist  in  the  rehabilitation  of  a problem 
family.  The  Committee  meets  quarterly  in  the  Horbury  Town 
Hall,  under  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  considers  cases  for  the  Horbury  U.D.,  Ossett  M.B.,  and  Wake- 
field R.D.  A total  of  twelve  cases  have  been  discussed  at  the 
meetings  during  1960

The  Horbury  Urban  District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman  and  Members, 

I take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  in  respect 
of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  during 
1960. 

New  legislation  from  Whitehall  continues  to  flow  steadily, 
two  of  the  most  interesting  items  being  the  Offices  Act,  1960, 
and  the  Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960.  The  Offices  Act  makes  a 
valuable  contribution  towards  ensuring  that,  in  future,  the  world 
of  Charies  Dickens  will  no  longer  be  perpetuated  in  the  working 
conditions  of  the  vast  number  of  people  employed  in  offices. 
Although  the  Act  is  overdue  it  does  not  come  into  operation 
until  1962,  which,  on  reflection,  is  perhaps  a good  thing,  for 
the  work  involved  in  the  larger  commercial  centres  will  be 
enormous. 

The  Noise  Abatement  Act  will  affect  every  community. 
Lnder  its  provisions,  noise  or  vibration  which  is  a nuisance,  be- 
comes a statutory  nuisance  on  receipt  of  complaint  from  three 
or  more  occupiers  of  land  or  premises  who  are  aggrieved  in  that 
capacity.  The  Act  also  imposes  certain  restrictions  on  the  use 
of  loudspeakers  in  streets.  Aircraft  are  specifically  excluded 
from  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Although  the  district  continues  to  develop,  a weekly 
collection  service  has  been  maintained.  The  decision  of  the 
Council  to  purchase  a modern  diesel-engined  dual-tip  collection 
vehicle  could  mean  the  abolition  of  the  “skep”  system  in  at 
least  part  of  the  District.  The  new  vehicle  will  have  a vertical 
exhaust  discharging  at  a high  level  so  as  to  inconvenience  other 
road  users  and  pedestrians  as  little  as  possible. 

The  refuse  collection  staff  work  hard  for  only  moderate 
remuneration,  and  in  1960  they  collected  and  tipped  an  estimated 
3,289  tons  of  refuse. 

Tipping  continues  at  the  former  Sand  and  Gravel  quarry, 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  mechanical  assistance,  necessitated 


by  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  to  depth  of 
cover,  will  reduce  fire  risk  and  vermin  and  fly  infestation. 

Salvage 

The  income  from  salvage  increased  during  the  year,  one 
hundred  and  eighty  tons  of  waste  paper  being  sold.  At  the 
end  of  the  financial  year  the  nett  credit  from  all  types  of  salvage 
was  £356,  an  excellent  achievement  on  the  part  of  the  township. 
With  increased  co-operation  by  the  public  there  is  no  reason 
why  the  waste  paper  figures  should  not  improve  further. 

Food  Hygiene 

Visits  to  food  premises  were  made  as  usual  during  the  year 
and  generally  speaking  favourable  impressions  were  formed.  One 
of  the  biggest  difficulties  in  this  age  of  “Free  inside  the  packet' ; 
offers  is  that  of  storage  space.  The  small  house  and  shop  ^s 
the  principal  sufferer  from  this  restriction,  and  it  is  almost 
impossible  for  the  shopkeeper  to  stock  every  foodstuff  advertised. 
A shop  so  tightly  packed  that  there  is  barely  room  to  approach 
the  counter  (from  either  side)  can  often  mean  that  complete 
cleansing  is  done  only  spasmodically.  The  diligent  shopkeeper 
finds  himself  in  a situation  which  I feel  will  deteriorate  in  the 
future. 

Five  samples  of  ice-cream  taken  were  all  satisfactory. 

Meat  Inspection 

All  animals  killed  at  the  one  slaughterhouse  within  the 
district  were  inspected  before  their  distribution  to  retail  shops. 
Tables  7 and  8 indicate  the  quantities  slaughtered  and  surrendered. 

Drainage  and  Closet  Accommodation 

Nine  houses  only  are  not  provided  with  a satisfactory  means 
of  drainage.  These  are  so  situated  that  connection  to  the 
sewer  is  impossible.  During  the  year  twenty-five  improvement 
grants  were  approved.  I have  previously  indicated  my  dis- 
satisfaction at  the  large  number  of  households  who  have  to 
share  outside  toilets.  In  cases  of  illness  the  problem  becomes 
even  more  acute  and  disgusting.  I believe  that  grants  should  be 
available  for  the  purpose  of  installing  an  internal  W.C.  even 
if  the  house  is  lacking  in  other  amenities  of  a less  urgent  nature, 
and  such  grants  should  be  made  payable,  if  necessary,  to  tenants 
who  wish  to  make  their  homelife  more  acceptable. 

During  the  year  a start  was  made  on  the  £100,000  Horbury 
Bridge  and  Dudfleet  sewer  and  sewerage  works  improvements. 
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Housing 

Five  houses  m clearance  uresis  and  seven  individual  houses 
were  demolished  during  the  year  and  seventy-eight  were  erected 
by  private  builders.  1961  will  see  progress  on  the  Golden  Square 
site  and  indeed,  at  the  time  of  writing,  two  houses  are  occupied. 

One  certificate  of  disrepair  was  granted. 

At  the  end  of  the  financial  year  the  number  of  applicants 
for  Council  houses  and  bungalows  was  511,  although  a revision 
of  the  register  is  expected  to  reduce  this  number  considerably. 

Insect  and  Rodent  Control,  etc. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-six  visits  were  made  in  connection 
with  rodent  control,  and  fourteen  insect  infestations  were  treated. 
Free  advice  and  treatment  are  offered  to  domestic  premises  and 
business  premises  can  be  dealt  with  at  cost  of  treatment. 

Petroleum  Acts 

At  the  end  of  the  year  eighteen  licences  had  been  issued 
for  the  storage  of  petroleum  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Acts;  a total  of  13,200  gallons.  It  is  essential  that  ever}/ 
conceivable  precaution  should  be  taken  to  avoid  accidents. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

Although  the  deposit  gauge  indicates  an  increase  over  last 
year  in  the  total  solids  deposit  (1959—130  tons  per  sq.  mile. 
1960—181  tons  per  sq.  mile),  the  increase  in  rainfall  from  20-43 
inches  to  35-81  inches  could  perhaps  in  some  measure  account 
for  this,  A more  accurate  indication  may  be  obtained  from  Table 
No.  12  which  is  inserted  for  the  first  time  this  year.  The  startling 
decrease  in  the  smoke  concentration  during  the  summer  months 
could  lend  support  to  the  statement  that  over  half  of  the  smoke 
pollution  is  caused  by  domestic  chimneys.  The  Council,  by 
opening  two  exhibition  houses  in  May,  1961,  have  showed  to 
numerous  people  that  smokeless  fuels  and  poor  fires  need  not 
be  synonymous. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion  I would  refer  you  to  the  following  tables  and 
offer  my  thanks  to  rny  assistant  and  the  Officers  and  Members  of 
the  Council  who  have  co-operated  in  the  preparation  of  this 
Report  and  throughout  the  year.
